j  I  he  foil  of  Micholas  de  Halkr, 
Advocate,  and  Chancellor  rt  lIk: 
county  of  Berne,  and  was  born  on 
Oidolier  i8th,  i  70S.  Me  was  of  au 
ancient  Patrician  f.imilv,  anu  his  mo- 
th:r,  Anne  t/Iary  Enroiel,  was  daugh¬ 
ter  to  a  i*Ienibv‘r  ol  lliat  licpublic’s 
Sovereign  Cjuncil. 

Aiberi,  at  a  very  early  period  of 
life,  gave  uncommon  prools  of  ge¬ 
nius.  lie  appeared  to  poiTeis  an  ac¬ 
tive  mind,  a  capability  of  enduring 
labour,  a  retentive  memory,  and  a 
taiie  for  the  fin'uiation  of  ufcful  and 
carious  ccllevflicns. 

His  family  had  always  been  dillln- 
guilhed  for  their  piety,  and  Halier 
was  taught  to  remember  his  Creator 
in  the  days  of  his  youth.  While  re¬ 
ligion,  hov.'sver,  formed  his  moral 
churader,  he  ciil'ivated  his  mind  with 
micouimmi  alliduity  and  quickads. 
At  nine  years  oi  age  he  could  tranf- 
Jate  from  the  Greek,  and  was  ac¬ 
quainted  w*’"h  t!ie  fir'd  rudiments  of 
the  Hebrew  language.  He  com- 
pofed  for  his  own  ufc  a  Chaidaic 
grammar,  and  a  Greek  lexicon.  lie 
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the  uibiii  a^’.e,  he  palfed  tarr  u^.i  h*.b 
ciaflii'al  cxarainatioiis. 

Eighteen  months  were  fpe:,:  ’m  the 
iramniefs  cf  lb  tedious  a  racJc  o*  e- 
diicatioa.  Halier  then  obtained  per- 
miliion  to  viht  a  fciiool- tcilow,  Vvh»*ile 
father  lived  at  Bienne.  He  was  ?.n 
eminent  phyTitian,  but  entimnadi- 
caily  attached  lo  the  iyftcins  of  Def- 
cartes.  Confc»rniable  to  r.iici'e  reacts 
v/ere  the  indeu^^Hons  which  his  youth¬ 
ful  received.  Poetry,  hosvtvei 

wes  j>rcJorred  to  phiiulcphy,  and  he 
wro.e  fcveial  poero^,  which  lie  faved 
at  the  riik  of  nis  life,  when  the  houfe 
at  whicn  he  re  Tided  had  taken  lire  : 
and  congratulated  himi'eif  that  he 
could  fo  preferve  what  ne  then  deeiii- 
eJ  ineriimable  treafuris. 

The  fi 61  ions  of  poetry,  however, 
were  Toon  difcaidcJ,  and  philofophy 
.  occupied  his  mind  without  a  rival  ; 
f/  and  lb  mauiied  was  his  judgment, 
that  he  rcfblutely  condemned  to  the 
liames  rholb  very  productions,  v/hich 
but  twelve  months  before  he  had  To 
hazaidoiifly  refeued.  nmimg  thcle 
poems  were  fevera!  fahres.  Tnis  ipe- 
cies  of  compofition  Teemed  to  have 
been  well  adapted  to  Hallei  L»cnius. 
As  he  advanced  in  life,  jjis  know¬ 
ledge  of  human  nature,  and  his  na^ 
tiiral  goodiiefs  of  heart,  taught  him, 
tliat  a  vir’iuMis  man  Ihould  rarely 
employ  puniihment  whicli  cannot  cor¬ 
rect. 

The  bent  of  Hallei  's  dirpofuions 
had  Ifrongly  urged  liini  to  the  con¬ 
templation  of  iiatni  e.  In  order,  rhere- 
lore,  to  piirfue  this  favourite  object, 
lie  determined  to  devote  himieif  to 
the  fluey  of  phylic.  T>y  this  clioicc 
he  was  not  precluded  from  ofliccs  in 
the  State,  though  the  occupation  did 
not  lead  to  them  ;  as  the  goveiiimeiit 
of  Berne  admit  the  nftfuland  learned 
profcllions,  though  they  ccn.^ine  their

I72y,  w'here  Boer  have  rhen  divided 
his  time  between  medical  coniVi’ia- 
tions  and  academical  le-:ti’res.  This 
great  man  had,  about  li  tecn  months 
before,  recovered  from  an  ill nefs,  of 
vvjdch  'he  hi;f(u*y  can  fcarcely  be  'cad 
vllhciit  hori  t  r.  For  five  mniit  hs  he 
lay  on  his  back  in  bed,  without  da¬ 
ring  to  a't.mpt  any  inoti<'n.  “  Tlie 
lead  (il'orc  renewed  Ids  tonuents 
(lays  Ills  biographer),  which  were  lb 
cxapTiTitc,  tl>at  he  was  at  length  not 
only  deprived  rf  motion,  but  of 
fenl'e.’’  Flis  receiver v,  w'hich  hatl 
been  ardently  denred,  was  celebrated 
w'ith  general  joy,  and  public  illumina¬ 
tions. 

Boerliaave  Toon  difeovered  the  rare 
abilities  of  his  fehoiar,  who  iound 
not  only  a  proietfor  of  talents  ihc 
moll  fplcndiu,  bur  every  concomitant 
aiiillance  that  could  encourage  llii- 
dents,  and  invite  tiieir  application. 

He  v/as  Ibon,  however,  obliged  to 
take  a  journey  iV»r  the  recovery  of  his 
liealth  into  Lower  German v.  He 
was  not  long  ablcnr  from  Leyden, 
and,  at  his  return,  took  tlie  degree 
of  Do6lor  of  Phylic.  In  his  chcTis, 
which  was  einlncnilv  ingenious,  he 
expoTcd  Cowitz’s  pretended  jifeovery 
of  a  Tdivary  tliuR  ;  and  confuted  it 
by  diffcclioriS  of  brutes  and  liiunaii 
bodies. 

Pie  went  to  England  in  1727,  and

When  Haller  Irad  reached  his  2 2d 
year,  he  returned  to  iris  native  conn- 
try,  and  refolutdy  pnrfued  lire  plans 
which  he  had  formerly  adopted. 

Poetrv  was  now  again  in  favour, 
and  Haller  drew  his  ideas  from  Na¬ 
ture,  fuch  as  he  had  ohferved  her, 
amidh  tire  ceafciefs  fnows  cf  the  Al¬ 
pine  mountains.

Ttie  efi'eifl  • 
is  Itriking  and  fiugiiiar  on  ciitermc; 
the  road,  l-)  lee  a  vail  nutnber  of 
canoes,  whicli  arc  made  of  trunks  of 
trees  hollowed  out,  with  three  or  four  j 
bi.ick  fellow’s  in  each,  their  faces  lurn- 
(k\  towards  the  front  of  the  canoe, 
with  paddles  forme  j  like  a  ij  .iJe 
digging  away  in  the  water,  and  mov¬ 
ing  with  no  fmall  velocity.

f  N  a  former  number  of  out  work  wc 
I.  delineated  the  charadler  of  Dr  Atter- 
bury  as  a  writer,  and,  having  particularly 
obi'erved  that  a  certain  elegance  of  tarie 
and  dignity  of  manners  ciiai  a^^terife  every 
prodiiciion  of  his  pe’i,  however  familiar- 
or  Gamble  the  fisbjei^f,  it  only  remains 
for  us  to  declare,  that,  in  our  judgment, 
tlie  prefent  publication  neither  difgraces 
the  genius  of  the  author,  nor  is  unworthy 
of  the  pains  of  the  accurate  editor  of  the 
two  former  volumes  of  ihis  colit  dion. 

The  pieces  contained  in  this  volume 
may  be  dividetl  into  hillurical,  critical, 
and  ini  feel  Ian  CO  u.i.  A  l.uge  ptntion  of 
the  hiftorical  pieces  relate  t«)  the  hnufes 
of  convocation,  and  t!ie  little  contentions 
among  clergymen,  many  of  w'inife  names 
are  already  forgotten,  'i'o  t’ne  ]>lulofo* 
pher,  however,  wlu)  delights  in  o’ofeivlng 
tlic  condiuit  of  f»)cicties  and  of  men,  and 
ti racing  the  origin,  the  piogrefs,  and  tlie 
ilfne  of  the  paifions  of  focieties  and  of 
individuals,  even  fucli  fragments  as  lend 
to  ill  11  ft  rate  the  hiiloiy  of  the  hoidVs  of 
convocation  will  r.ot  appear  wholly  unin* 
tereiting.  The  Engliih  antiquarian,  too, 
will  no  doubt  tind  iii  thefe  my  objcvHs 
of  curiofity  ;  and  the  anecduccs  of  cele¬ 
brated  ebaraders  that  are  intei  fperfeil 
throughout  the  whole,  from  an  agree  iblc 
entertainment  to  every  »eader. 

In  the  firft  letter  of  this  collcdion, 
which  was  written  by  Dr  Atterbury  to 
Lord  Inverncfs  he  ftates  the  light  in 
which  that  celebrated  prelate  viewed  par¬ 
ticular  theories  in  religious  matters,  and 
difplays  a  wonderful  faculty  of  convey¬ 
ing  cenfure  with  feveiity,  witfi  delicacy, 
and  with  tire  moft  perfed  freedom. 

Alluding  to  Lord  Invernefs’s  abjura¬ 
tion  of  proteftantifm.  Dr  Atterbury  tells 
him  what  the  world  fays  of  his  conduct: 

*  Lord  Invernefs,  a  great  confidant  of 
the  Pretender’s,  lie  was  married  to  a 
lifter  of  the  Earl  of  Dunbar,  the  Preten¬ 
der’s  prime  mdniftcr,  and  of  Lord  Manf-

“  My  Lord,  they  who  fpeak  of  it  moft 
foftly,  and  with  grcatcll  reg.iid  to  your 
Lordiliip,  fay,  that  it  \^?»,coup  Je  difejpair  ; 
and  that  your  Lmaiihip  peicelving  the 
prejudices  of  the  K.’s  Prolcftani  lubjcvts 
to  run  high  agaiiitt  you,  io  tnat  you 
would  never  be  fuft’ercii  ro  hn  about:  iris 
pcrlon  and  in  the  Lcr^t  of  hi.>  .ihhirs 
with  theii  coufent,  was  relblvjd  to  try 
wh.rt  could  be  dune  by  changing  Tides, 
and  wbvlher  you  might  nol'at  long  run 
he  able  to  gain  by  one  party  what  you 
had  left  by  another,  'i'hcy  reprefent 
you  as  thirdving  the  iC.’s  i-c'toration  not 
toon  likely  to  happen  ;  and  therefore  as 
rcfulved,  fmee  you  weie  obliged  to  live 
ill  exile  in  kom  rn  Caiiroiic  eountiies,  to 
make  the  belt  of  ytuir  ciicumftanci  s,  and 
recommend  you.felf,  as  much  as  you 
could,  to  the  natives  ;  that  fo,  if  Iris 
caiil’e  ihouid  prove  defperate  for  a  ti.me, 
you  might  tind  your  way  back  again  into 
Iris  fcrvice,  when  it  would  he  no  longer 
reckoneil  prejudicial  to  his  alfalrs.  And 
they  cpiote  fonie  words,  which  they  fay 
fell  from  your  Lordthip,  to  tlris  purpufe  : 

“  'Ehar,  llnee  son  f.rw  nothing  was  like¬ 
ly  to  be  done  for  tlie  K.  you  thought  it 
higlr  time  to  take  care  of  y  .iiir  foul.”  i 
'  hope  in  God  ihey  btly  you,  lince  it  gives 
us,  who  are  at  a  diftance  from  the  fecret 
of  aiTairSjbut  a  very  difcoiiraging  profpect 
of  the  K.’s  relloration,  of  the  probability 
or  imnrobalriiity  of  which  you,  my  Lord, 
muft  he  allowed  a  more  competent  jiulge. 
And  vvithall,  fuch  a  faying  carries  in  it 
fomething  moi-e  dillronourable  to  your 
larviUhip,  fince  it  inrplies,  that,  had  the 
reft  oral  ion  been  near  and  probable,  you 
would  not  have  troubled  your  head 
about  matters  of  religion,  but  fufl’ereii 
your  foul  to  Ibitt  tor  itfeif.

rcprel'entations  madeat  thnt  time  to  your  ] 
diladvantagc  from  the  K.’s  triends,  which 
occMhi)nLd  your  abrupt  retreat  to  Avig 
m)n  ;  and  they  fiippot'e  fome  private  au- 
tilencies  you  had  at  that  time  tended  to 
this  point  ;  t/ro:  happened  then  to  be  de¬ 
feated,  and  the  declaration  itfelf  was 
p(>llponcd  to  a  more  convenient  oppor¬ 
tunity.  This  indeed  claihes  a  little  with 
the  former  Ichenie  mentiwned.  God  tor- 
bid  I  Ihould  expofe  eilhei  of  them  1  I  do 
not ;  I  merely  relate  them,  and  having 
done  fo,  leave  it  to  your  Lordfhip  to 
make  fuch  ufe  of  them  as  you  in  your 
wifdom  lhall  judge  proper. 

“  There  are  otheis,  my  Lord,  that  re¬ 
flect  on  your  condinft  dill  more  unkind¬ 
ly,  and  put  it  in  a  more  odious  light  ; 
there  are  thefe  (nor  are  they  few)  who 
are  fo  prejudiced  again  (I  you  as  to  lup- 
poie  (for  none  of  them  have  pretended  to 
jrrove)  that  you  have  played  the  fame 
game  as  my  Lord  Mar  did,  had  a  lecrel 
underflanding  ‘with  the  minifters  on  the 
c'ther  fide,  and  received  the  reward  of  it ; 
thefe  men  being,  as  they  are,  your  pro- 
feilVd  entmies,  Hick  not  to  fay,  that  lince 
you  could  not  any  longer  derive  merit 
to  youi  felf  from  your  management  near 
the  K.  you  weie  refolved  to  do  as  much 
mifehief  as  you  could  to  his  aflairs  at 
parting,  by  an  adtion  which  naturally 
tended  to  raife  in  the  minds  of  his  Pro- 
Icllant  riibje(5ts  fnch  difadvantageous  opi¬ 
nions  of  him  as  I  need  not  explain,  fuch 
as  of  all  otheis  will  have  the.  greateft  in¬ 
fluence  toward  hindeiing  his  refioration. 
'I'liey  confider  your  Loidlliip  as  one  that 
lias  ftudied  your  mailer’s  temper,  and 
pcrfcdlly  knows  it ;  as  one  that  never  d  d 
anv  thing  but  what  you  judged  would  be 
^eCtlyagreeablctohim,andnothingwith 
his  privity  and  by  his  direction.  In  this 
light,  my  Lord,  when  they  fee  what  you  | 
have  lately  done,  it  is  no  wonder  if  they 
draw  llrange  inferences  from  it,  and  im-  I 
piitc  fo  your  Lordfliip  view's  which  your  j 
ftcart,  1  In)pc,  abhors.  But  they  will  1 
certainly  perfift  in  that  w’ay  of  thinking,  I 
if  they  find  that  your  Lordihip  has  Hill  • 
lU'cdit  w'itli  the  K.  and  a  fliare  in  his  con-  j 
fi deuce ;  and  tbhy  tven  at  this  diftance,  [ 
my  I.ord,  w’ill  in  a  little  time  appear  to  * 
watchful  obfervers.  They  fay  it  is  a  ' 
fure  rifle,  not  to  do  that  which  our  word  | 
enemies,  provided  they  are  w'ife  and  un-  | 
derlland  their  owm  intcreft,  would  above  ; 
all  things  have  us  do ;  and  yet  your  ‘ 
Lordihip,  they  think,  hasa^cu  after  that  i 


manner  on  the  prclcnt  occ'iliori,  tlifr- 
being  nothing  that  could  eitlier  gratn/ 
your  entmies  more,  or  tlirpieafe  vour 
friends  (fuch,  I  mean,  as  are  alfo  eueinit  •, 
and  friends  to  the  r — 1  caule)  than  the  fit  o 
i  you  have  taken,  and  they  will  not  be- 
I  lievt,  but  tliat  if  you  had  meant  the  K  — 
I  as  well  as  you  ought  to  d^),  this  tingle 
confideration  would  have  lellrained  you. 
They  U'ge,  that  the  difTicuilics  into 
which  tl’.e  K—  ’s  brought  by  this  mea.i,> 
are  exceeding  great.  I.et  him  be  ever  fo 
well  pci  fuaded  of  your  civilities,  integri¬ 
ty,  and  '/eal,  he  yet  cannot  make  a  free 
ufe  of  them,  without  exciting  new  jea- 
loulies,  on  very  tender  rM)iMts,  and  in 
very  honeft  hearts,  wiiereoue  \V()uid  wiili 
that  they  might  by  all  polhble  means  le 
allayed.  Let  him  ha.e  been  ever  fj 
mnich  a  ftianger  to  what  palled  at  AvIl’- 
j  non  till  it  was  over,  he  canno.  yet  pru¬ 
dently  declare  himfelf  on  that  head,  he- 
caufe  of  the  inconveniencies  with  wliich 
fuch  a  declararion,  in  hisprei'enl  c  r..  uni- 
ftances,  will  be  attended  on  the  oi.-e 
lide,  as  Iiis  total  lilerice  will  be  liacle  to 
mircou(lniv!’lions,  on  the  other  :  every 
way  this  atlair  will  perplex  him  with  re- 
fped  to  the  diticrent  intereds  he  has  le- 
parately  to  manage.  Abroad,  if  lie  were 
thought  to  be  at  the  bottom  of  it,  it 
might  elf)  him  no  harm  ;  at  home  it  cer¬ 
tainly  will,  and  there  his  great  inteivlt 
lies,  to  which  he  is,  aiKive  all  otlitrs,  to 
attend.  Nor  will  the  judgment  be  paifed 
on  this  Qccalion  in  hade,  ftnee  it  cannot 
he  formed  on  any  thing  no^^’  given  oi:t, 
but  will  depend  on  fuluie  facts  and  ap¬ 
pearances. 

“  I  Iiave  made  little  mention  all  this 
while  of  what  your  Lordfliip  nia\  think 
a. full  anfwer  to  all  thefe  le.de^b ions  and 
retincnicnr.-,  that  you  have  bhiowed  a 
motion  of  confcionce  in  what  yini  have 
done,  and  depended  on  that  for  your  iuf- 
•  tirtcation.  It  may,  my  Lord,  and  !  hope 
will,  jiiHify  you  before  God,  if  you  lin- 
[  cerely  a^lcd  on  that  principle  ;  but  as  for 
men,  the  misfortune  is  (and  I  beg  your 
Lordfliip’s  pardon  for  venturing^o  veil 
you  Ibj,  that  notone  perfon,  vdiom  1  have 
i'een  or  heard  of,  will  allow  what  yon 
have  done  to  be  the  ellld  of  conviuJon. 
In  that  cafe,  they  fay,  you  would  have 
proceeded  other  wife  than  merely  by  ad- 
viiing  with  thofe  into  whofe  communion 
you  were  haltening  ;  efpeciaily  lince  it  is 
iiippofed  thit  your  Lordfliip  has  not 
fpent  much  time  in  fjualifying  yourfclf 
for  the  difeuflion  of  fuch  points, by  a  per- 
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uu!  of  of  cCiMtrovci  y.  they 

r.iy,  (ii'iV.cctity  liiilli  aie  ufleii  kept 
in  a  velieio!)  io  wtiic  f)  tliey  h.iv\*  hern  ae- 
ouitonud,  wirhon.t  enipii' iiip  (Irictly  into 
liic  jiroiiiH-lo  (jf  it  ;  hut  TcUom  e.ny^  !n:ui, 
\vho  has  a  hnifc  of  piety  aiul  honour, 
(.j'llts  a  rcl:^r)n  in  vvliich  lie  has  Inen 
coueaU.*!,  xyitliout  caufuily  eonlidep.n^C 
\v)iat  may  i)e  faid  Tor  aiid  ap'ainll.  it.  Mon 
indeed  may  he  fometinus  t iiiij/htened 
and  convinced  Ji!l  at  once  by  an  over¬ 
ruling  irnprcfrion  from  al*ove,  But,  as 
thefe  cafes  arc  exc'.  ediiig  rare,  ft)  I  need 
not  tell  your  Lordihip,  that  in  yours, 
tlicy  that  ohjevd  to  your  proceedings  are 
by  no  incaiis  difnofed  to  make  you  fueh 
allowances.  I'hey  think  that,  had  you 
aimed  only  at  Satisfying  your  confeiedee, 
you  might  ii ave  doCiC  what  you  did  in  a 
more  private  manner,  and  enjoyed  the 
benefit  of  it  in  iVeret,  without  giving  a 
public  and  needlels  aianu  ;  but,  when 
you  chofe  St  Andrew’s  day  forenteiing 
on  the  work,  Chriltmasday  for  complcat- 
ing  it,  ar-d  the  Pope’s  inqr.ilitor  at  Avig¬ 
non  to  receive  youi  abjuration,  they  con¬ 
cluded  that  you  intended  to  make  an 
eciati  and  to  give  notice  to  all  t!»e  world 
of  your  crrdmacing  a  diti’erent  canmnu- 
nioa  ;  which  might  be  iifeful  indeed  with 
regard  to  fome  political  views,  but  could 
not  be  necefiary  towards  iatisfying  th ofe 
of  mere  confcience.” 

♦ 

We  meet,  in  this  colle^ftion,  with  many 
curious  inliances  of  tliat  extreme  animo- 
lity  which  took  place  between  the  lead¬ 
ers  of  the  high  chuich,  and  tiie  moderate 
clergy. 

“  J  had  a  particular  obligation  to  Bur¬ 
net,  fays  Dr  Atteiiniry,  and  will  pul)- 
lickly  thank  him  i’l  piint  (among  other 
matters  1  have  to  fay  to  him,  and  to  his 
Articles  aj^nainlt  cur  religion),  for  his  cau- 
fing  it  to  be  fpiead  by  his  emillViries  that 
I  was  drunk  at  Salirbiiiy  on  the  :50th  of 
January  ;  whereas  the  majur-gcncial, 
Captain  Culleford,  a  very  lionefl  clergy¬ 
man,  and  the  people  of  the  inn  (vvltich 
was  a  coffec-houfetoo),  can  fwear  I  drank 
nothing  but  two  diihcs  of  cohee  ;  and  in¬ 
deed  1  had  not  flopped  at  all,  but  to  ena¬ 
ble  my  children,  by  a  very  fh  nder  bait, 
to  hold  out  to  Plandford,  wliere  I  dined 
at  fix  that  r.ight.” 

Dr  Atterbuvy,  in  his  return  to  Bur¬ 
net’s  calumnies,  relates  to  tlie  B.ihop  of 
'I'rclawney,  with  great  fatibfae^lon,  the 
following  llory. 


“  What  I  hinted  to  your  Donllhip  in 
my  lalt  about  the  Hilhop  of  h'arum  is  .1 
very  fcanclaloiis  llory  iiukcii,  and  ctunes 
lotown  well  attciled  by  fouie  very  con- 
fi  del  able  clergy  men  of  his  diocefe.  It 
relates  to  one  Mutal,  a  late  chaplain  of 
his,  w  iio  w’as  almoll  forced  by  tlic  Bllhot) 
to  niairy  a  Punch  nun  lately  converted 
by  the  Biihop  ;  in  twenty  weeks  time  af¬ 
ter  whicii.  Mis  Mutal  was  brought  to 
bed  of  a  child.  Mutal  oj>enly  complains 
that  he  had  no  thoughts  of  marrying  her* 
but  the  Biihop  pulled  him  to  it,  and 
would  not  let  him  be  eafy  till  he  had  done 
it.  And  the  gentlemen  wdo  fend  this 
account  do  not  ilick  to  give  the  reafon  of 
rills  couduct,  and  openly  in  their  letters 
fay,  that  the  Blfliop  wanted  a  cover  for 
his  iewdnefs.  Whether  this  will  prove 
true  or  not,  I  allure  your  Lordfliip,  J 
write  yon  nothing  bi  t  what  hath  been 
written  bv  w 01  thy  men  out  of  that  dio¬ 
cefe.”  ' 

On  this  flory  the  editor  remarks,  tliat 
it  is  iir.pTobable,  and  he  admits  it  to 
Ihcw  huvv  liable  the  bell  mintlb  are  to  be 
w’arped  by  the  idle  report  of  the  day* 
w'h.en  it  is  told  again  ft  a  perfuii  they  dil- 
iike.

'^I'^llOlTnil  this  publication  carries  the 
1  (late  of  London,  we  muleritand  that 
the  imprclhon  was  really  made  at  Paris* 
and  this  aitilict  employed  becaufe  the 
volume  is  printed  witbout  a  privilege. 
We  cannot,  however,  fee  any  vealun 
why  this  was  done,  as  it  is  perhaps  im- 
pcliiblc  for  any  thing  (politically  fpeak- 
ing)  to  be  more  harmlels  and  inoff'enfivc 
than  the  volume  before  us. 

Theie  arc  ccitain  topics  of  criticifm 
upon*  pollhumous  publications  fo  trite 
and  thieadbare,  that  we  lhall  beg  leave 
to  decline  themi  We  (liall  not  now  in¬ 
form  our  readers,  that  the  motive  of 
this  kind  of  publicr.ticns  is  almoll  uni- 
veifally  the  love  of  lucre  ;  w  e  ihall  not 
reprefent  to  them  how  Inferior  they  are 
in  every  inftance  to  thole  compofitions 
that  receive  the  lalt  hand  of  the  author  ; 
neither,  laflly,  fliall  we  difplay  our  in¬ 
genuity  and  penetration,  by  adducing 
arguments  to  prove  that  they  are  fpiuioiis 
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and  ruppofitUiciis.  We  have  indeed  an¬ 
other  obje(ftiv)n  to  the  topics  behdes  their 
triceneis,  which  h,  tliat  they  arc  tVe- 
cjnently  piiOitd  too  far,  and  inrnled  upon 
loo  UTjdiriinguilhingly  ;  and  that  |the  lalt 
of  tliem  efpecially  has  very  rarely  indeed 
the  fiTkallelt  Hiadow  of  foundation. 

The  littie  effays  that  arc  here  given 
to  the  world  have  every  mark  of  gc- 
mihicncfs.  The  flyle  carries  in  every 
page  all  thofe  peculiarities,  by  which  the 
compoiitions  of  Baron  de  Montcfquieu 
are  diliinguilhed  ;  if  we  exCvTpt  that  nice 
and  alhdiious  poliih,  in  which  fcarccly 
any  writer  has  excelled  him.  The  con¬ 
tents  of  the  volume  are  thefe :  Arfaces

Tv»  the  Oriental  Talc,  which  confli-  ; 
titles  near  halt  of  tliis  little  volume,  the  i 
editor  has  given  an  air  of  ridicule,  furely  J 
in  a  very  undefigned  manner,  by  repre-  ! 
fenting  it  as  the  proper  counterpart  and  ! 
companion  of  the  celebrated  Spirit  of  ■ 
Laws.  In  the  former,  (take  it  in  theve-  ! 
ry  words  of  theeditoi  ),  “  M.  de  Mon- 
tefqnieu  took  much  pains  to  difeover  the  • 
boundarier.  between  delpotifm  and  a  mi-  I 
ligated  monaicliy,  which  la!>  feemed  to  ; 
him  the  government  bell  fuited  to  his  j 
countrymen.  But  as  tlieie  is  always  I 
much  danger  of  monarchy  being  con-  \ 
verted  into  defpotilm,  he  could  have  { 
wiflied,  if  it  were  polTible,  to  render  { 
defpotifm  itfelf  a  means  of  happinefs  ;  2 
and  accordingly  in  this  work  he  has  in¬ 
tended  to  paint,  under  the  ebaraders  of 
Arfaccs,  Ifmcna,  and  Afpar,  the  perfed 
models  of  what  an  abfolute  king,  queen, 
and  minifter  ought  to  be.^’ 

y\fter  this  preparation,  the  reader  will 
probably  be  furpiifed  to  be  ton!,  that 
the  tale  is  full  of  gay  fcencry  aiid  roman¬ 
tic  invention,  and  was  probably  written, 
ciilier  as  a  pure  relaxation  from  more  fc- 
rious  and  gloomy  obieds,  or  as  a  pre- 
fent  to  fome  young  lady  of  the  authoi’s 
acquaintance. 

The  fpeech  to  the  Parliament  of  Bour- 
iicaux  is  a  kind  of  publication  that  we 
could  fcarcely  have  expeded.  It  appears 
to  be,  mutatis  mutandis^  prccifely  the 
fame  thing  as  what  w  e  call  in  England  a 
charge  to  the  jury.  We  have  ail  poiTible 


refpcct  for  the  reputation  of  Montef. 
^]aicii.  But  even  allowing  him  to  liavc 
betn  as  great  a  man  as  Lord  Mans¬ 
field  himfelv,  we  apprehend  it  would 
fcarcely  be  thought  fair  to  his  li¬ 
terary  charadcr,  to  publith  his  com- 
politioiio  of  tills  kind.  It  is  .1  mis¬ 
fortune  that  ought  to  be  facred  to  the 
odice  of  a  poet  laureat,  to  icave  the 
world  a  legacy  of  birth-day  fonnets  and 
new -years  odes. 

The  KefltJlions  upon  the  Pleafures  of 
the  Imagination,  though  written  in  a 
perlpicnous  lUde,  contain  nothing  that 
is  either  }u  ito:ti  or  feriking. 

We  imagine  th.at  wc  cannot  prefent 
our  readeis  with  a  more  acccj^ta’o’e  ex¬ 
tract,  than  that  of  the  char.udtT  (u'  Mi- 
refehal  Berwick,  as  it  is  d  awii  in  the 
Elo7y*  This  is  the  moll  unfmiihed  ]-er- 
formance  in  the  whole  volume  :  lb  iin- 
ftniihed  indeed,  tliat  after  havinc-  mrn- 
tioned,  towards  *  he  coiiclulion,  two  ob¬ 
jections  to  tl»e  character  of  h»s  hero, 
which  hd  eonfulers  it  as  his  buii?iefs  to 
aiifwer,  he  dates  and  replies  to  ojdy  one, 
Montefejnieu,  however,  had  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  a  perlbnal  acquaintance  with  the 
Marefchal,  and  feems  to  have  bellowed 
fome  dudy  upon  the  developement  of  his 
charaCler,  which  he  Itates  with  a  drong 
appearance  of  penetration  and  impartia- 
lity. 

**  Me  fcarcely  ever  obtained  any  ho¬ 
nours  but  wh.at  were  bedowed  upon  him 
voluntarily  :  when  the  fiibjeCt  of  conli- 
deration  was  his  own  intered,  it  became 
necefl^iry  to  leave  nothing  to  the  fuggef 
lions  of  his  mind.  His  manner  cold, 
fomewhat  didant,  and  even  at  times  a 
little  fevcrc,  would  have  given  him  the 
air  of  being  mifplaced  in  his  reudence  in 
France,  if  it  were  podlblc  for  perlbnal 
merit  and  an  elevated  foul  to  belong  to 
any  one  country. 

“  He  was  never  known  to  lay  any  ()r 
thofe  things  which  have  the  appellation 
of  fmart.  He  was  particularly  exerript 
tronrthe  innumerable  faults  which  con¬ 
tinually  fpring  from  an  inordinate  il’lN 
love  :  his  choice  of  conduCt  aimed  al¬ 
ways  originated  with  himdelf :  if  he 
had  not  too  high  an  opijuon  oi 
himfclf,  he  was  equally  didant  from 
a  criminal  difiidence.  lie  dudied  hij 
owm  character  and  developed  his  abilities 
with  the  fame  good  fenfe  he  einplo'  cc! 
upon  all  other  lubjeCls. — No  man  ever 
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under ftood  better  how  to  fliun  the  ex- 
ccllcs,  or,  ir  1  m‘''y  hazaiil  the  ex'prcl- 
bon,  the  fnaie's  of  virtue.  I'oi  example, 
he  had  much  refpe^  for  the  clerical  pro- 
felhon  ;  he  readily  accommodated  hinil'clf 
lo  the  humuleiiers  of  their  rank  :  V*ui  he 
never  rnfieied  himielf  to  he  governed  hy 
them  efpeciaily,  when  they  wandered, 
ill  the  fmalleft  de^Mce,  fi ora  the  line  of 
their  prolelFion  ;  he  demanded  more 
fiom  them,  than  tiiey  would  have  de¬ 
manded  from  him — It  was  impollihle  to 
fee  him  and  not  be  in  love  with  viiuit ; 
fo  much  traiupiility  and  happinefs  an- 
peare"i  in  his  difpofition,  when  com¬ 
pared  with  the  pa/Tions  and  difeontent 
that  ufiiaiiy  agitate  perfons  of  his  rank. 
— 1  have  feeii  at  a  diAanee,  in  tlie  vo¬ 
lumes  of  Plutarch, !what  great  men  weie : 

I  have  had  an  opportunity  of  contem¬ 
plating  with  the  utmoll  precilion  in  this 
nobleman,  what  they  are.  I  knew  him 
only  in  his  private  life  :  I  did  not  fee  tlu* 
hero,  but  the  man  that  made  the  hero. 
— He  loved  his  triends  ;  His  method  was 
to  do  yon  fervice  without  faying  a  word 
upon  the  fubje^t  ;  you  would  luve 
thought  that  the  benefit  fprung  from  an 
invilihle  hand. — He  had  a  great  deal  of 
religion.  No  man  ever  better  obeyed 
thofe  laws  of  the  gofpel  which  are  lealt 
relillied  by  men  of  the  world  :  in  a  w'ord, 
no  man  praeiiied  religion  with  fo  much 
exa(5lnefs,  and  talked  fo  little  about  it. — 
lie  never  fpoke  ill  of  any  body  :  but  then 
he  never  praifed  people  that  he  did  not 
think  deferred  to  be  praifed.— He  had 
a  mortal  averiion  to  thofe  difpntes, 
which,  under  pretence  of  the  glory  of 
God,  are  no  better  than  vehicles  forper- 
fonal  malevolence.  The  misfortunes  of 
the  king  his  father  (James  II.)  had  taught 
him  fufTicjentiy,  that  we  are  expofed  to 
the  commitlion  of  the  moft  important 
miftakes,  when  w^e  place  too  implicit  a 
confidence  even  in  thofe  perfons  whole 
chara\51:er  is  moft  refpedtable — hen  whe 
was  appointed  commandant  in  Guienne, 
the  reputation  of  his  ferioufnefs  and  feve- 
rity  terrified  us  :  but  fcarcely  \vas  he  ar¬ 
rived  among  us,^  ere  he  was  beloved  by 
every  body  :  and  indeed  there  was  no 
place  where  his  great  qualities  vveie  more 
linecrely  admired. — 

“  There  never  was  exhibited  a  more 
confpicuous  example  of  the  contempt  we 
ought  to  entertain  for  money. — His  dif- 
burfements  were  all  of  them  fo  very  mo¬ 
derate,  that  they  ought  naturally  to  have 
placed  him  very  much  at  his  eafe  j  for  he 


I  never  incurred  an  ufelefs  cxpcncc  :  nct- 
wiihuanding  which  he  v\’as  always  iti 
arrears  ;  becaufe,  in  fpite  v.f  his  natural 

!  frugality,  he  cxpemled  a  great  deal. 
Wlurever  he  i elided,  .ill  thofe  pv.or 
bngiiih  or  Irilh  families,  who  were  re- 
]  l.ited,  in  tlie  moA  dill  n»t  manner,  to  the 
I  exll».i!  family,  had  a  kind  of  i ight  to  in- 
I  li<»dn<*e  theii'felves.  Audi  it  deferves  one 
ohfei vation,  that  this  man,  vvln)rt  ord«r 
and  dilcipiiiie  at  the  hcail  oi  an  army 
wcic  lo  dhiiingiiirued,  whr.fo  proiecU 
were  formed  with  fo  much  incety  and 
exactr'.cft,  became  devoid  of  all  this  the 
moment  the  iuhjccl  of  caic  was  his  per- 
for.al  intereil. — 

“  He  w  as  not  one  of  thofe  who  fomr- 
times  inveigh  ag.iinll  the  authors  of  z 
difgrr.ee,  and  at  other  times  flatter 
them  ;  h.e  went  iliieCtly  to  the  perfou 
againll  whom  he  had  a  ground  of  com¬ 
plaint,  opened  to  him  the  fentimt  nts  of

“  Never  was  there  a  luorccxa^ft  coun¬ 
ter  pait  of  the  condition  in  which  France 
found  itfeif  upon  the  death  of  .M.  de  Tu- 
renne.  I  recollect  the  moment  in  which 
the  news  arrived  :  the  conftern.ation  wa^ 
general.  H(;th  left  a  grand  delign  iinper- 
fed  ;  both  left  an  army  in  imminent 
danger  ;  both  wound  up  their  cxiitcncc 
witii  a  cataArophe  that  intereAs  us  vt  rv 
ditferently  from  a  common  death  :  hut 
puflefll'd  that  modeft  meiit  which  vve 
love  to  regret,  and  over  which  we  love 
to  weep. 

“  he  left  an  .ami.able  wife,  who  fpenC 
the  remainder  of  her  days  in  forrow  ;

pofe  better  than  I  the  elogy  of  their  fa¬ 
ther. 

“  M.  le  Marcfch.al  de  Berwick  lias 
wrritteii  his  Memoirs  ;  and  in  this  view,  1 
may  fay  of  him,  what  I  faid  in  the  Spirit 
of  Laws,  relpcding  the  Commentary 
of  llanno  :  “  This  is  a  valuable  reinai?i

cuted  the  projeds,  deferibes  them. 
“  There  are  no  ambitions  ornaments  iu 
“  his  compofition.  Great  generals  d:-

Bring  all  the  literary  men  of  all 
nations  togetlier  ;  make  tliem  accjiiainted 
w’ith  all  the  works  that  are  extant,  and 
there  w^ill  be  fewer  books,  fewer  refear- 
ches,  fewer  ufeiefs  experiments,  and  lets 
time  facrificed  in  deflroying  an  edifice  al-

“  Now  that  the  fcicnces  are  no  ioiu::cr 
built  upon  hypotiicfis,  but  on  fa^^, ; 
when  thefe  fads,  though  neceffary  to  be 
known  in  order  to  deduce  geiici al  coi.- 
fecpienccs,  are  difperfed  in  every  corner  of 
the  univerfe  ;  would  it  nni  be  a  means  of 
accelerating  the  pregrefs  of  thefe  fei  ene'es, 
to  eilabiiih  a  central  point  to  which  eve¬ 
ry  thing  relating  to  them  may  be  diied- 
ed,  and  from  whence  tlie*  ray  of  light  that 
came  from  a  nrigle  place  may  be  relief: - 
cd,  and  every  where  extend  its  no.ver  of 
illumination  r  Thus  the  ilifcovery  of  a 
new  acid  made  at  Stockholm,  may  even 
in  its  infancy  ffrike  the  chymilt  or  J^hila- 
dclphia,  or  Madras,  and  infpire  liim  with 
the  idea  of  new-  experiments  :  Expeii- 
ments,  that  made  under  another  climate* 
on  bodies  produced  by  a  difTerent  foil, 
may  perhaps  be  attended  wilh  new  re- 
fults.  It  is  thus  that  all  the  pails  of  the 
world  will  mutually  enlighten  eacli 
other,  and  that  tlie  ielle<tted  rav  may  be¬ 
come  more  brilliant,  and  even  generative, 
at  the  point  of  repercufTioii.
